Insurgents Lay Trap for Fed­ 


eral Troop Trains. 


Juarez, Mex., M ay 21.— The federal 
generals, Miguel Alvarez and Ignacio 
Munoz, were killed in the battle of 
Paredon 
and 
another 
general 
and 
many 
former federal 
officers 
were 
executed 
by 
the 
Constitutionalists 
after the battle, according to a copy 
of an official telegram from General 
V illa to General Carranza, received 
here. 
Regarding 
the 
fight In Zer- 
tuche the report says in part: 
"There was captured also a general 
and thirty-two officials who composed 
his staff. 
A ll were executed immedi­ 
ately.” 
The federal garrison of Monclova 
numbering 4,f»00 had evacuated that 
town May 15 in five troop trains on 
the approach of General 
Francisco 
Murguia, Constitutional commander at 
Piedras Gegras, who was advancing 
from the south to attack. 
W arned by 
Murguia and by his scouts that the 
federals under Generals Charles A l­ 
varez, Guardiola and Munoz were at­ 
tempting to consolidate their forces 
with 
the Saltillo 
garrison, General 
V illa prepared 
to receive 
them at 
Paredon. 
V illa divided his forces into three 
columns, the center one of which he 
led in person. 


Attack Brillian tly Executed. 


As the first two troop trains steam­ 
ed into the trap prepared for them at 
10:45 a. rn. on May 17, V illa swung 
forward 
his 
three 
columns 
simul­ 
taneously. 
The Constitutionalist at­ 
tack was brilliantly executed. 
In for­ 
ty 
minutes 
the 
federals 
not 
dead, 
wounded or prisoners were scattered 
in 
flight, 
leaving their ammunition 
and provisions behind them. 
B y mid­ 
night the battle was ended and the 
enemy completely routed. 
V illa's cavalry dismounted anil act­ 
ing as Infantry fairly swept the fed­ 
eral lines back with the rapidity of 
their fire. 
As the federals swarmed 
out of their cars and took up posi­ 
tions in open order along tile railroad 
trai ks they were met by a withering 
volley. 
For a time they faced the hail of 
bullets stubbornly and sent back an 
effective fire in return, but the Con­ 
stitutionalists 
under 
Villa 
and 
his 
brigade commanders, Maclovio H er­ 
rera, Trinidad Rodriguez, Raoul Raul 
Madero and Perchea, were not to be 
denied. 


Federals Break and Flee. 


The Constitutionalist advance nev­ 
er faltered and as their lines dashed 
forward from three sides under V illa ’s 
personal encouragement and that of 
the brigade commanders, all of whom 
distinguished themselves for bravery, 
the federals broke and ran. 
The report of General V illa said 
that the retreating garrison of Mon­ 
clova had been joined by the forces 
which 
had 
retreated 
from 
Paredon 
previously and that this juncture ac­ 
counted for the number of federals 
on the trains which were captured. 
The Constitutionalist losses, the dis­ 
patch 
said, 
were 
relatively 
small. 
General V illa paid high compliment 
to the jefes, officers and men under 
his command. 
But forty-five men were killed on 
both sides and about 110 wounded in 
the battle with the federals, although 
nearly 9,500 men were engaged. 
The announcement that no general 
advance 
of

Constitutionalist 
arm y

V illa 
w ill 
be 
made 
until 
the 
railroad 
between 
Paredon and Saltillo is repaired is 
regarded here as a certain indication 
of the respect Villa holds for the 
fighting ability of the federal g arri­ 
son.

ter of a million dollars a year, was a 
feature of former President M ellen’s 
testimony before the interstate com­ 
merce commission investigation into 
the New Haven's financial transac­ 
tions. 
The 
$20,000,000 
deal 
was 
put 
through largely as a result of the ac­ 
tivities of United States Senator N el­ 
son W . Aldrich of Rhode Island, M r 
Mellen a testimony indicated. 
The former railroad head m aintain­ 
ed that the trolley lines acquired by 
the New Haven, generally speaking, 
were valuable properties and while 
they had cost a large amount he be­ 
lieved the money had been w e ll in­ 
vested. 
He cited the three Connecti­ 
cut trolleys, which had been leased on 
a guarantee of a per cent return. 


Emphasizes Morgan Control. 


The continuation of .Mr. 
.Mellen’s 
testimony 
further 
emphasized 
the 
dominant control by the late J. Pier- 
pcnt Morgan, not only of the officials, 
but of the properties of the New H a­ 
ven. 
Mr. Mellen admitted frankly that 
neither he nor any of the directors of 
the 
New 
Haven 
had 
the 
tem erity 
openly to oppose Mr. Morgan’s plans, 
although he said he sometimes dis­ 
agreed with him. 
He said, however, 
that Mr. Morgan’s judgment in any 
financial transaction was so m arvel­ 
ous that anybody well might hesitate 
before running counter to It. 
Even in tile acquisition by the New 
Haven of the W estchester property, 
into which millions of dollars vanish­ 
ed as thin air, Mr. Mellen, who as­ 
serted he did not approve of the pur­ 
chase. Insisted that had Mr. Morgan 
lived the property might have been 
far more valuable than it is today. 


Paid $15 a Share Too Much. 


So, too, with the acquisition of the 
W orcester, 
Nashua 
and 
Rochester 
railroad, In which Mr, Morgan, Mr. 
Mellen said, was responsible for pay­ 
ing $15 a share more than the stock 
was worth. 
As in the W estchester 
transaction, however, Mr. Morgan, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Mellen, would brook 
no 
interference, 
carrying 
out 
his 
plans practically without regard to 
the opinions of others interested. 
Acquisition by the New Haven of 
trolley 
lines 
in 
Connecticut 
and 
Rhode Island occupied much atten­ 
tion. Mr. Mellen conceded that some 
of the properties had been purchased 
at too high a price, but added that 
they were worth more to the New 
Haven, at the time, than to anybody 
else. 
In purchasing the lines, par­ 
ticularly 
those 
in 
Connecticut, 
he 
said, he encountered ‘ sharp competi­ 
tion” from other prospective purchas­ 
ers and thereby "the price was boost­ 
ed.”

IMAGINARY MILLIONS. 


“CANCER HOUSES” 


Facts Cited 
by Scientist to 


Bear Out Theory. 


INFECTIOUSNESS IS SHOWN. 


Sir Thorns* Oliver Experimented W ith 
Mice— Animal* Kept In Infected Cage 
Were Attacked by the Malady Until 
It Had Been Disinfected Many Time*. 
Chronic Irritation a Cause. 


An Interesting contribution to the 
discussion as to w hether cancer can be 
acquired by inhabiting n house previ­ 
ously occupied by a sufferer from tills 
disease was m ade by Sir Thom as Ol­ 
iver. the noted medical expert. 
In a 
recent lecture a t Newcastle Sir Thom ­ 
as j>olnt«Hl out th at this question hnd 
elaim**<l the attention of medical men 
to r a long tim e and that references to 
•‘cancer houses'’ abound in medical 
literature, but nothing had been con 
elusively proved. 
Sir Thom as said th at the evidence in 
favor of the theory of infectiousness 
w as too strong to Im* ignored. He gave 
Instances of several rem arkable cases 
In a village of Norway which had a 
population of 800 persons. 
There had 
never b»*on more than one case of can ­ 
cer annually until one year there were 
eight cases, which seemingly centered 
around a single sufferer from th a t dis­ 
ease. 
Eleven Death* In Block. 
In a French village of 400 in Ila b 
H ants there had been eleven deaths 
from cancer Iii seven years in the sam e 
block of hous«*s, while three years later 
there were seventeen deaths In the 
sam e block. 
Sir Thom as said th a t I .or,2 houses in 
Paris in which dentin) from cancer oe- 
curnHl are la?ing watched. 
In tw elve 
of these houses there have already 
been tw o succ«*ssive cases of tin* dis­ 
ease. 
There were, he said, nineteen 
deaths in a short street In an unnam ed 
town between the years 1893 and 1908, 
and in several of the houses there had 
been more than one case. The circum ­ 
stances were such th at these deaths 
occurring in the sam e houses could not 
be regarded as merely a coincidence. 
Tile lecturer cited several striking In 
stances w here more than one death 
from cancer occurred in single houses 
or even in the sam e rooms. 
There was a ease of a vicarage in the 
north of England, where tw o .succes­ 
sive vicars dual of cancer. 
Another 
was in Som ersetshire, where a man 
died some tim e ago of fills disease. 
Since then his wife, her second hus­ 
band and tw o other occupants of the 
house lu n e died of cancerous affec­ 
tions. 
Sir Thomas said he found further 
confirmatory evidence of the theory of 
“cancer houses” by experim ents which 
he conducted some tim e ago w ith an 
infected mouse cage, in 
w hich he 
placed healthy mice which had been 
coilecbHl for laboratory purposes. 
A 
large proportion of th e mice became 
cancerous until the cage had been re­ 
peatedly disinfected. Other mice which 
were kept at th e sam e tim e in an un­ 
tainted cage rem ained healthy. 


Food as a Cause of Cancer. 
Chronic irritation is the most im­ 
portant condition which 
predisposes 
tissue to cancerous growths, according 
to Dr. W illiam J. Mayo of Rochester, 
Minn., president of th e American Sur­ 
gical association. 
The peculiar cancer which attacks 
tho m ouths of natives of India, Dr. 
Mayo says, is due to the irritation sot 
up by th e juice of the betel nut which 
they chew. 
Cancer of the groin is al­ 
m ost entirely confined to sailors and 
chimney sweeps. 
Cancer of the stom ­ 
ach 
forms 
one-third 
of 
the 
cases 
among civilized people, but is less fre­ 
quent among savages and animals. 
Dr. Mayo seems inclined to blame 
tin* prevalence of cancer more on the 
quantity of food eaten by people In 
civilized countries than on its quality.
